A New Race of Pygmies. 

A remaikable discovery has been re- | 
ported by the expedition of eminent 
British scientists that was sent out 
by the British Ornithologists’ Union 
in October last to explore the Snow 
Mountains of New Guinea, or Papua. 
which is the largest unknown area on 
the surface of the earth. The discov- 
ery is that of a strange new race of 
pygmies. The main features of this 
marked type of the human race, apart 
from their small size, are: 7 

‘First.—The €xtraordinary de : 
of their skin, which approaches, as 
one observer has remarked, the color 
of a newly-blackleaded stove. 

Second.—The extremely broad nose 
the breath of which is about equal to 
the height. 

Third.—The frizzy hair, which grows 
in isolated peppercorn tufts all over 
the scalp. 

These people are in one sense 
dwarfs, but convey rather the impres- 
sion of small but otherwise well devel-

the paralyzed arm is almost as useful 
as the other, 

A second case was a child of three, 
who six months ago was totally para- 
lyzed in both legs. Her treatment con- 
sisted of “marching” to an tospiring 
tune played on the piano while seated 
on the edge of a low wooden chair. 

“The secret of the treatment,” Miss 
Hawthorne, the founder of the guild. 
explained, “is to build up the strength 
of the paralyzed muscles and nerves of 
ehildren by encouraging them to use 
their limbs in the way each individual 
Hikes best. The music keeps their in- 
terest up and prevents their becoming

To the average consumer the water 
content js not greatly noticeable un-. 
less there is a small quantity of free 
water left in the package in which the 
butter was originally packed. . How~- 
ever, thin free water bears no direct 
relation to the amount present in but- 
ter, but it is an indication of the plan 
followed in its manufacture. 

Butter mechanically perfect may con- 
tain between 10 and 15 per cent of 
water. Asa rule, this extreme differ- 
ence cannot be detected except by men 
who have made the subject a study, 

The value of butter is based on its 
quality and general makeup and not 
its natura! composition, except in cases 
where it has been carried to an.ex- 
treme. 

The factors in composition that will 
affect its quality are the extremes in 
ealt contents or whether the salt is all 
dissolved. 

The limit which was placed upon 
the water to be incorporated into but- 
ter wax in part to do away with the 
growing tendency on the part of some 
to make an article that should contain 
the lowest possible amount of butter 
fat and yet bear the name of butter. 
If this had not been checked there. 
would have been danger of placing the 
ability of the buttermaker upon the 
“Can you get us the over- 
run?" in place of, “Can you make good 
butter?” It seems as if that idea is 
still encouraged in certain tovalities. 

The overrun bears a certain relation 
to the compositon of the butter, but is 
hot a sure indication that a high per 
cent of water means a correspondingly 
high overrun. 

A buttermaker should bave an over- 
Tun that checks fairly well with the 
fat iv bis borter, provided the loss of 
fat in the process of manufacture has 
been kept at its minimum. It cannot 
always be said that an overrun of only 
10 per ceut is au indication of butter 
having a high fat content any mure 


| than a bigh overrun indicates low fat 


content butter. 

The greatest factor in overrun con- 
trol is the accurate determination of 
the total butter, fat delivered to the 
creamery. If more butter fat was de- 
livered than was actually paid for it 
cannot belp but increase the overrun,, 
and vice versa. : 

Naturaliy*the quesuon arises, “Can 
butter be made to always contain less 
than the legal 16 per cent limit for wa- 
ter?” ‘The auswer is positively “Yes,” 
witb a fulr margiu for safety. tn fact, 
butter can be made to uot exceed even 
a 15 percent mit. A good commer- 
cial product can contain 14 to 15 per 
cent of water. This, added to the 82.5 
per cent standard for fat, makes a to-; 
tal of 96.5 to ¥7.5 per cent, leaving at 
balance of 2.5 to 3.5 per cent for salt,. 
caseip and ash. 

Since the average casein and ast 
coutent veed not exceed 1 per cent, 
this jleaves 1.5 to 2.5 per cent for anit.
